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Moist Weather and Forest Fires 


THE SIKESTON STANDARD

Few fires sta rt in the woods when 
the air is moist, we are told by Clin­ 
ton E. Norquest, meteorologist of the 
U. S. Weather Bureau at Boise, Ida­ 
ho, writing on “ Weather Conditions 
as Related to Fire Control” in The 
Timberman (Portland, Ore.). 
All the 
weather elements, air-pressure, tem­ 
perature, 
precipitation, 
humidity, 
evaporation, 
wind-movement, 
sky- 
condition, sunshine, electrical 
condi­ 
tion, singly or in combination, direct­ 
ly or indirectly, enter, he says, into 
the problems of fire control and fire 
suppression. 
Experience has shown 
that certain combinations ai> partic­ 
ularly effective in producing a high 
fire hazard. 
High temperatures, low 
humidity, and rapid wind movement, 
with attendant high rate of evapora­ 
tion of moisture from forest material, 
tend to cause a high degree? of inflam­ 
mability. 
Under such conditions fCes 
are easily started, spread rap idyl, and 
are brought under control with gr-ri- 
est diffculty. 
Mr. Norquest goes on: 
“ Barometric pressure 
is 
effective 
locally and over extensive areas 
in 
its influence tin the rate of evapora­ 
tion; it is 
effective 
over 
extensive 
areas through cyclones and anti-cy 
clones in determining 
the 
direction 
and rate of movement of winds. Tem­ 
perature and shy conditions—cloudi­ 
ness and sunsh ne—are effective thru 
their influence on the rate of evapora­ 
tion, affecting the humidity of the air 


and the inflammability of forest ma­ 
terials. 
Precipitation of any charac­ 
ter is effective through its immediate 
lowering of the degree of inflamma­ 
bility. 
It is a friend and ally of the 
fire-fighters. 
“ Wind increases the rate of evap­ 
oration, other factors being constant, 
fans smoldering 
embers 
into blaze, 
causes the rapid spread 
of existing 
fires and greatly increases the 
diffi­ 
culty 
of 
fire suppression. Electrical 
conditions as manifested in the thun­ 
der-storm is the only 
meteorological 
element directly responsible for orig­ 
inating forest fires. 
The dry thun­ 
der-storm, or lightning- storm, 
the 
damaging effects of which is govern­ 
ed to a great extent by the moitsurë 
content of forest material,fis a pot­ 
ent factor in the problem of fire-con­ 
trol. 
"The element that seems to claim 
the distinction of being the controll­ 
ing factor in fire hazard is undoubted­ 
ly humidity. 
As it fluctuates 
the 
degree of fire hazard increases and 
decreases. 
Temperature 
and wind 
only accentuate the influence of low 
humidity. It makes no difference how 
hot the day or hpw high the wind, if 
the forest materials are wet fire will 


i neither sta rt nor spread. 
The seem­ 
ing exception to this general asser­ 
tion is the lightning fire that may be 
started even in the rain.

"For years fire-fighters had noted 
the fact 
that fiercely

tended to die down with the coming

facts were associated with the

creased dampness of forest materials 
at night and the drying effects 
of 
sun and wind by day. 
It is only in 
comparatively recent years that the 
influence of atmospheric humidity in 
regulating the degree of fire hazard 
has come to he recognized as of suf­ 
ficient importance to warrant special 
Investigation. 
“All dead forest materials are hy­ 
groscopic, some to a very high 
de­ 
gree, 
and 
readily 
absorb moisutre 
from humid air or lose it t) dry air, 
so that to a marked degree the nmis 
ture content, and hence the inflam­ 
mability, of forest materials is deter­ 
mined by the humidity of the 
air to 
which they are exposed. 
There is no 
♦ire hazard before the moisture con­ 
tent of forest materials has dropt to 
the inflammability point and the de­ 
gree of hazard increases rapidly with 
further drying, which is accelerated 
by rising temperature and wind. Ob­ 
servation and research have demon­ 
strated the fact that the relative hu­ 
midity of the air is a good index to 
the moisture content and hence thA 
degree 
of inflammability 
of forest 
materials. 
Hofmann and Osborne, in a series 
of studies conducted at the Wind Riv­ 
er Experiment Station, 
found 
that 
fires did not spread when the rela­ 
tive humidity was above 60 per cent; 
that they spread very slowly and only 
in very favorable material when the 
humidity was between 50 and 60 per 
cent; with the humidity between 40 
and 50 per cent, fires picked up; with 
humidity between 30 and 40 p?*r cent, 
fires gained headway and some rapid­ 
ly spreading fires occurred; when the 
humidity fell below 30 per cent, 
all 
fires in material 
that would 
allow 
spread gained headway or spread be 
yond control. 
During 1922, 1923 and 
1924, humidity 
records 
have been 
kept on nine forest fires in southern 
Idaho. 
€. L. Forsling, of the Utah 
Forest Experiment Station, has com­ 
pleted a very interesting study of ¿he 
records in connection with 419 fires 
that occurred in these nine 
forests 
between .June 26 and September 10, 
1924. 
Two hundred and 
ten 
were 
man-caused, 
192 
were 
started by 
lightning, and seventeen 
originated 
from undetermined causes". 
Analysis of the humidity records 
in connection with these fires shows 
that the danger of the spread of a fire 
in southern Idaho forests is not very 
great when the humidity 
does 
not 
fall below 30 per cent; is quite high 
when it falls between 20 and 30 per 
cent; and beomes very high when the 
humidity falls below 20 per cent. 
A 
study of the records 
in 
connection 
with the 192 man-caused fires shows 
that the danger of fire from matches, 
cigar, and cigaret butts, is not high 
when humidity remains above 30 per 
cent, is fairly high with humidity be­ 
tween 2 Oand 30 per cent, and is very 
high when the humidity falls below 
20 per cent. 
The writer proceeds: 
"The occurrence of lightning fires 
covers a much broader band. 
While 
the greater number occurred during 
periods of low humidity, the records 
show that 5 per cent occurred with 
humidity reading between 60 and 70 
per cent. 
Twenty per cent of them 
occurred with humidity above 30 per 
cent and 43 per cent of 
them with 
humidity below 
30 
per 
cent. 
The 
ameliorating effects of precipitation 
are immediate and, within limits, are 
directly proportional 
to the amount. 
However, the dampening 
effects 
of 
light rains on forest materials under 
shelter of heavy stands of timber is 
negligible and the effect of moderate 
ly heavy rainfall is sometimes dissi 
pated in a surprisingly short time 
“Further investigation 
and study 
of these interesting problems is need­ 
ed to really establish the conclusions 
reached from this study of data for 
the year 1924. 
It was a year of un­ 
usual drought, and fire hazard 
was 
exceptionally high; 
the 
conclusions 
reached from data secured under such 
circumstances should be verified 
or 
qualified by further investigation un­ 
der more nearly normal conditions”.

Nawiliwili, Island 
of Kauai, Sep­

PN-9 No. 1, tossed about

Launches from the submarine tow ­ 
ed the seaplane to this port, arriving 
after 11 o’clock last night. 
The seaplane was forced down by 
lack of fuel when it was within strik ­ 
ing distance of Honolulu. 
Food sup­ 
plies lasted for five days. 
Rain w a­ 
te r caught from the skies in fabric 
torn from the wings of the seaplane 
saved their lives, the men said. 
A 
small 
still 
which Commander 
Rodgers' m other insisted th a t he cai- 
ry was pressed into service and used 
between rains to provide water. Por­ 
tions 
of 
the ribs of the seaplane 
wings were burned under the 
spot 
where the still was operated. 
The craft was able to pick up radio 
messages, but not able to broadcast. 
“The w orst 
part 
<*f the drifting 
period", said 
Commander 
Rodgers, 
“ was when we were

m essages put on the air saying that 
hope of finding

The flyers were in the

for derelict seaplanes.

"Wind increases the rate of evap­ 
oration, other factors being constant, 
fans sm oldering 
embers 
into blaze, 
causes the rapid spread 
of existing 
fires and greatly increases the 
diffi­ 
culty 
of 
fire suppression. Electrical 
conditions as m anifested in the thun­ 
der-storm is the only 
m eteorological 
elem ent directly responsible for orig­ 
inating forest fires. 
The dry thun­ 
der-storm , or lightning- storm , 
the 
dam aging effects of which is govern­ 
ed to a great extent by the moitsurfr 
content of forest m aterial,fix a pot­ 
ent factor in the problem of fire-con­ 
trol. 
"The elem ent that seem s to claim 
the distinction of being the controll­ 
ing factor in fire hazard is undoubted­ 
ly hum idity. 
As it fluctuates 
the 
degree of fire hazard increases and 
decreases. 
Tem perature 
and wind 
only accentuate the influence of low 
hum idity. Ir makes no difference how 
hot the day or hyw high the wind, if

ficient im portance to warrant special 
investigation. 
"All dead forest m aterials are hy­ 
groscopic, som e to a very high 
de­ 
gree', 
and 
readily 
absorb m oisutre 
from humid air or lose it t > dry air, 
so that to a marked degree the mois 
ture content, and hence the inflam ­ 
m ability, of forest m aterials is deter­ 
mined by the humidity of the 
air to 
which the y are exposed. 
There Ir, no 
fire hazard before the m oisture con­ 
tent of forest m aterials has dropt to 
the inflam m ability point and the de­ 
gree of hazard increases rapidly with 
further drying, which is accelerated 
by rising tem perature and wind. Ob­ 
servation and research have demon­ 
strated the fact that the relative hu­ 
m idity of the air is a good index to 
the m oisture content and hence th* 
degree 
of inflamm ability 
of forest 
m aterials. 
“Hofmann and Osborne, in a series 
of studies conducted at the Wind Riv­ 
er Experim ent Station, 
found 
that 
fires did not spread when the rela­ 
tive humidity was above 60 per cent; 
that they spread very slow ly and only 
in very favorable material when the 
hum idity was between 60 and 60 per 
cent; with the humidity between 40 
and 50 per cent, fires picked up; with 
hum idity between 30 and 40 p*r cent, 
fires gained headway and som e rapid­ 
ly spreading fires occurred; when the 
hum idity fell below 30 per cent, 
all 
fires in material 
that would 
allow 
spread gained headway or spread be­ 
yond control. 
During 1922, 1923 and 
1924, humidity 
records 
have been 
kept on nine forest fires in southern 
Idaho. 
C. L. Forsling, of the Utah 
Forest Experim ent Station, has com ­ 
pleted a very interesting study of ¿he 
records in connection with 419 fives 
that occurred in these nine 
forests 
between June 26 and Septem ber 10, 
1924.

lands. 
Launches from the submarine tow­ 
ed the seaplane to this port, arriving picked up 
after 11 o’clock last night.

Rodgers told 
us he was confident he could sail our 
plane right into Nawiliwili 
harbor,

er wing and kidded us about our sail 
ing right up to Nawiliwili «locks”.

men when they became excited and 
showed the first nervous reactions of 
their nine days’ vigil. 
Although they 
wanted to tell mote about 
Rodgers 
and his "capers”, they 
were given 
sleeping potions and put to bed

At the temporary 
radio 
station 
near the harbor sat a neat and trim 
young officer awaiting a reply to a 
message he had sent the commandant 
at Pearl Harbor, Oahu, the big H a­ 
waiian naval 
station. 
His message 
“Can 1 proe«M*d Pearl Harbor? 
I can 
do nothing further here”. 
The sender was Liuet. Donald Os­ 
born, Jr., commander of the subm a­ 
rine R-4, which made the rescue, and 
towed Rodgers and his crew to land. 
He seemed very interested 
in

magazine he was reading. 
Calculations

ities that the PN-9, No. 1, had 
de­ 
scended to th«* surface just north

ified by the flyers. 
Only one day of r o u ^ weather at

ashores in a -mall boat. 
A big mal­ 
let fish jumped into

boat and 
Radio Operator Stantz picked it up 
ami said: 
‘‘Big boy, if you only had 
done that two days ago you 
would 
not have lasted long”. 
When picked up, the seaplane was 
drifting westward about two 
k n o t s 
an hour. 
Members of the crew said 
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tender Pelican, now en 
route 
here 
from Pearl Harbor, would take 
the 
seaplane in tow to return to the navy 
base 
there. 
The 
U. S. S. Tanager 
would accompany the Pelican. 
The 
aviators would 
proceed 
to 
Pearl 
Harbor aboard the U. S. S. Melvill. 
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said that if the submarine R-4 had 
not sighted the seaplane 
yesterday 
they should have continued to drift to 
Kauai, and landed near the mouth <>* 
the Waimea River. 
All the men agreed that the expert 
navigation of Commander 
Rodgers 
had been an important factor in the 
saving of their lives. With their gas 
olinc gone, the flight commander, suc­ 
ceeded in making a splendid “three 
point" landing in a northerly direc­ 
tion from the U. S. S. Aroostook. On 
landing, the men at once cut loose 
the starter 
gear 
of their motors, 
dropping it. overboard to lighten the 
hull, which was tossing about on 
a 
rough sea. 
The motors, when 
the 
plane was examined, w«*re found ap­ 
parently undamaged. 
When the seaplane was towed into 
Nawiliwili harbor late last night the 
five men smiled through their thick 
b«*ards and declared themselves “glad 
to be ashore”. 
Commander Rodgers, 
for one, was conscious of his newly 
acquired adornment, for when he first 
stirred in his sleep this morning, he 
requested Lieutenant-Commander 
J. 
B. 
Kaufman, 
navy 
physician 
in 
charge to permit photographers 
to 
take pictures of the crew and him­ 
self before they shvaed. 
Dr. Kauf­ 
man ordered him back to bed, assur­ 
ing him that the photographers still 
would be waiting when he and

men were all thoroughly rested. 
One of Commander Rodgers’ 
last 
instruetinos before going to sleep was 
,Sh«*rifT Rice said today: 
“I 
want 
that plane repaired while I’m asleep 
so that 1 can fly to Oahu tomorrow”. 
Navy officers, hearing of the 
re­ 
quest, commented, “ Another 
of 
his 
determination we’ll have to dissuade 
him from”. 
They also had said they 
would try to persuade the flight com­ 
mander not to carry, out his determ i­ 
nation to ride to Pearl Harbor on the 
hull of the PN-9 No. 1, if it was tow­ 
ed there today. 
Newspaper men were permitted to 
view what is left of the PN-9 No. 1 
this morning, being escorted out to 
the resting air m onster in naval *ugs 
The seaplane apparently is in excell 
ent condition, except that the lower 
wing on one side needs repairs, hav 
ing been purposely ripped by Com 
mander Rodgers to secure cloth for a 
sail.

There was no sign of leak­ 
age.

Walsh of Montana who is here 
for 
the meeting of the League of 
N a ­ 
tions, 
thinks 
that after 
the case 
against Senator Wheeler, 
his Mon­ 
tana colleague, ends in 
Washington, 
it will 
be the proper thing for 
the 
United States Senate to address an 
inquiry to the Department of Justice 
asking whether it has any intention 
of seeking an indictment for perjury 
against the witness Hayes. 
If the Department 
of 
Justice re­ 
vives such an inquiry it will be 
in 
omething of a predicament because 
the department was in full poasess- 
on of Hayes’ record when it secret- 
sent him out to Montana to spring 
surprise testimony 
against Senator 
Wheeler. 
It took this step after 
a 
personal colloquy between him 
and 
two department officials, Stewart and 
Dona van. 
In addition to that was the flagrant 
absurdity of his testimony which was 
at once rejected by t the jury. 
Senator Walsh tells me htat when 
the case is called 
late 
this month 
there will be difficult questions which 
the court will probably 
take under 
advisement for several days. 
In the Montana case all the facts 
that anybody knows about were fully 
ventilated. 
The 
departm ent 
has 
breathed mysterious intimations 
re­ 
garding -new facts. 
Senator Walsh, 
as Senator Wheeler’s chief 
counsel, 
will first put in technical pleadnigs 
to give the departm ent a chnace 
to 
show whether it has any new facts. 
If not, the court may make rulings to 
ave the trouble and expense of go­ 
ing over the same ground again. 
The departm ent with

to 
separate the 
Wheeler case from the Campbell case, 
as its best chance is to mix them up.
